Bo for of Americans are concorn- 
ed, it must be admitted that, o8 & 
whole, they honestly beliove—and in 


this belicf they are at one with tho

without citizenship. 


The Question of Commerce. 


Are there any. remaining causes 
of probable offense which might 
justify a oontinunnco of the ‘old 
attitude? Yes, one other must bo 
taken into considcration—commer- 
cial ‘rivalry in the Pacific. A cer- 
tain schoo] of international thought 
has exalted’ this as tho basic cause 

all armed conflicts between 
nations, With this school I most 
profoundly disngree. During -the 
past hundred and ten ‘years, for 
instanoo, the United States has 
been in many. reapectd Great 
Britnin’s most serious commerci2l 
competitor. Yet these rival nations 
look back on a record of unbroken 
‘peace during all that time. 

In tho case of Japan it ix true 
that wo shall continua to.overlap 
and perhaps to clash in the develop- 
ment of the commerce of the 
Pacific, but when: one considers the 
potential trade of the vast tori- 
tories and huge populations border- 
ing tha North and South Pacific 
oceans there would seem to bo 
enough commercial room, and to 
sparo for both Japan and us well. 
into the indefinite future. 

Finally, I believo that we. may 
assumo the principal causeg of fric- 
tion in the post cither to have. been 
removed or to be on the road to 
eventual .climination. Thnt status 
alone, however, is not ‘sufficient. 
Things cannot remain merely nega- 
tive. If wo climinate tho habit of 


mind: of the: past something olse,: 


some other habit of mind, must 
take its ‘place. Therein: lies. o 
magnificent opportunity. The United 
States and Japan came through tha 
world war in better physical and 
economio condition than any’ others 
of the great powers, Their loss in 
man-power -was - relatively “very 
small, Thoir guin in potential 
world markets and’ in homo ro 
sources was correspondingly great. 
Their national debts, though mate- 
tially inercased, were in part taken 
cara of by their growth im national 
wealth. Today the school of those

IN DISARMAMENT 
CONTROVERSY

Ruauy, Nov. 10. 

Sir John’ Simon to-night an- 
nounced that the ‘British Govern- 
ment. concedes Germany's claim 
to ‘oquality ‘of armaments anil the 
supersession of the articles of Part 
Five of the Versnilles Treaty by a 
General Convention limiting Ger-!
